There are 631 patients in the san- 
atoria for tuberculosis, with eight 
out-patients; 414 of the total being 
overseas men and the remaining 225 
camp men. The total of 5,952 {s 
completed by 331 men in other in- 
stitutions,

Hé~ had 
not hesitated to say what he 
thought, and even [f his communica- 
tions were privileged, as when he 
was called as a witness before a Con- 
gressional committee, he. had not 
sought to say the pleasing, soporific 
thing, the thing that his superiors 
would naturally approve.

Indians In Khaki, 
According to a telegram. received 
by his mother, Mrs, Mary Belanger, 
at\tbe Mission, Fort iam, 
Augustine Belanger, MM, has been 
killed: in action. He erilisted with 
Colonel Hay’s battalion and was frst 
wounded in June last year, He was 
a despatch carrier and received the 
Military Medal for faithful and bril- 
lant work performéd while the bat- 
Galion was under fre.

Indians have jeft the Thunder Bay 
District with the 52nd, 94th, and 
41st Battalions, Of the 20 who left 
with the S2nd, under the late Lieut.- 
Colonel Hay, of Quebec, five have 
been killed, and all but two have 
been wounded, 

The DeLaronde family of Nipigon 
sent four soldiers to France. Den- 
nis was. killed in “action in June, 
1916; Alex. was wounded and sent 
home, but re-enlisted at the first op- 
portunity; Joseph won the Military 
Medal for holding a‘trench with a 
machine gun after his companions 
were killed.

Matthews-Biackwell Co.'s. Business 

The Matthews —Blackwell Com- 
pany, according to Mr. O’Connor, did 
a total business of 40,000,000 pounds 
last year, the margin of proft being |a 
3.05 cents per pound. In 1915 the 
company’s business aggregated 30,- 
000,000 pounds, at a margin of profit 
of 3.02 cents per pound. ‘In 1914 the 
business was 9,000,000 pounds, and 
the margin of profit 1.02 cents per 

pound. In 1913 the business was 4,- 
000.000 pounds, and the margin of 
profit 2.03 cents per pound. 

Should Be Able to Undersell — 

Mr. O'Connor polnts.out that the 
one company has eighty retail stores 
and the other forty. He argues that 
they should be -able to compete for 
public business on more favorable 
terms than other companies, and 
that economic methods of dispossing 
of by-products should enable them to 
sell at a lower price to the consumer 
and pay a higher price to the pro- 
ducer. . But these results have not 
followed. 

Huge Profits on Eggs, Too. 

In regard:to eggs, Mr. O'Connor Tet, 
ports that the Flavelle company sold] 
in 1916, 5,565,000 dozen at a margin 
of profit of 7.02 cents per dozen.

The tonnage of ves- 
sels on the registry of shipping of 
the Dominion rose {rom 767,664 tons 
in 1867 to 1,267,394 tons in 1383, 
declined to 663415 tons {n.1906, 
and thereafter took an upward 
turn, belng 896,965 tens on Januay 
Ist, "1914, and: 1,215,021 tons 
March 31, 1916. Politicians now pro- 
, pose that the industry be “revived 
} by Government ald, bounty, or sub~ 
sidy, the time being Propitiozs for 
the construction of’ ships. There is 
no doubt about the propitiouaness of 
the times; they were never more so.

At New Clasgow, N.S., three 
cargo steamers aggregating 3,080 
tons are being bullt, at Shetbourne, 
N.8., a wooden cargo rteamer of 350 
tons, and at Sheet Harbor, N.S., a 
wooden cargo steamer of 320. tons, 
Other vessels named are: At Col- 
lingwood, Ont., a vessel. of 8,000 
tons, and four Jarge oll tankers; in 
Toronto, two cargo steamers of 4,400

BRITISH WANT CHEESE. 



























Story of Negotiation; With "Domio- 
jon Government. 

Hon. Martin Burrell announced 
in the Commons recently that the 
Cheese Commission’ had been author 
ized by the British Board of Trade 
to pay 21%c f.o.p. steamer, Mont- 
real, for No, 1 finest grade checce, 
and that buying on this basis. would 
begin as soon as arrangements could 
be made, The price to factories 
would, of. course, be less the inland 
freight and usual handling charges. 
Existing methods of buying and sell- 
ing at country po:ats would be con- 
tinued. The Cheese Commission 
would moet the trade at Mon‘real as 
soon as possible in order to com- 
plete arrangements to give effect to 
the Board of Trade proposals. The 
Minister ‘of Agriculture explained 
that last Autumn the British Govern- 
ment had atiompted to secure all the 
Canadian cheese, but acted too late 
In the season:” The Canadian Gov- 
« nment recommended that’ for the 
Present season plans should be per- 
fected in January or February, but 
nothing was done. In the meantime 
the British Government had | com- 
mandecered the New Zealand cheese 
at 19¢ per pound, and recommended 
commandecring the Canadian cheese. 
To this the Canadian Government 
objected, but suggested “a commis- 
sion with one British representative, 
to arrange the matter. 

The British Commissioner arrived 
about the middle of April, but found 
that owing to the maximum price of 
cheese In England and the shipping 
Problem it was Impossible to secire 
Canadian cheese o> even transport it 
to England. Such a ‘condition 
threatened to serjously affect the 
cheese ‘industry. The British Gov- 
ernment then announced that they 
would commandeer all cheese arriv- 
ing in England from Australia, New 
Zealand, the United) States or Can- 
ada, The Canadian Government had 
taken the ground that while it was 
its duty to assist the*Mother Country 
{n {ts food supply italso bad a duty 
to the producer and consumer in 
Canada. The Government had con- 
tended that if the price were fixed 
too low it would result in the diver- 
sion of the raw material to other 
products and a curtailment of the 
supply of cheese. The result of the 
Negotiations was the present offer of 
purchase from the British Board of 
Trade.

Election Before 
Conscription 


Toronto Globe Says Act Will Be 
Enforced by Union National 
Government 


-— 


OTTAWA, July 20—It is frankly 
admitted tn Government circles today 
that there {s little Mkelihood that the 
Government will make any attempt 
to actually enforce conscription be- 
fore the coming general election: is 
held. The machinery with regard to 
the appointment of local tribunals 
to hear exemption applications may 
be set in motion, and the appeal 
courts may be established. But the 
actual calling out of the first class of 
Men subject: to conscription will be 
left in abeyance until the people 
have spoken and a new Parliament 
{s elected. 

The act, will meanwhile remain on 
the ‘statutes. its administration“ will 
be under a new Parliament, and, in 
all’ probability, under a new Govern- 
ment. Which ever side wins, the 
chances are that the new _ Govern- 
ment will be a unfon Government. 
Only under a “union” or “national” 
on-partisan Administration could 
there be established the public con- 
fidence and the public assent neces- 
sary to the practical and adequate 
enforcement of conscription. That is 
the excuse to be given by Sir Robert 
Borden for not ‘proceeding promptly 
to enforce conscription as soon as 
the Dill passes Parliament a week or 
so’ hence.

The 
probabilities aro that the margin is arrived at by 
taking the averago cost per pound of incoming . 
product from the average selling price per pound 
of outgoing product. This may be a rough way 
of estimating the gross margin when dealing with 
small figures, but when dealing witb figures tho 
size that Mr. O'Connor has to deal with, a very 
small fraction of a cent per‘pound of error makes

The occan freight 
and war risk alone would make up 2.4 cents of 
the charge of 2.9 cents per pound. This 1.2 cents, 
plus 2.9 ecnts—a total of 4.1‘cents—must be de- 
ducted from Mr. O'Connor’s margin of 5.05 cents 
per pound, leaving a margin of .95 cents, or slight- 
ly less than.a cent per pound, which still has to 
be reduced because of the error of premises and 
because of further factors which have to be con- 
sidered to determine net*profits. 


It is quite evident some of the other packers 
did not show selling values in the country in 
which the goods were sold—a procecding quite 
proper, as the forms submitted to be filled in wero 
indefinite and ambiguous, thus permitting with- 
out charge of evasion a varicty of interpretation 
as to the information required. It.is thus possible 
that of all tho figures submitted by the different 
packers that no two sets of costs and sales prices 
are determined at the same common point. It is 
this difference of interpretation of what was re- 
anired that accounts for the difference of the al- 
hysed ‘*margin”’ made by the different companies, 
Common conclusions, however, have heen drawn 
by the author of the report from varying bases of

(Seeond)—The above margin is further re- 
duced in that the author of this inquiry singled 
out the Bacon figures as an item in which the

(Third)—It is queried in the report, that ‘‘if 
the margin of 3.47¢énts,”” alleged to have been 
made in 1915, ‘‘was satisfactory, why was it ne 
cessary to show increased margin in 19163’? As- 
suming again for the moment the soundness of 
the premises in asking such a question based on 
an erroneous ‘‘margin,”® it will be found that/the 
increased margin is chiefly absorbed in increased 
ocean freight rates and war risk insurance in 
1916, of which apparently the author of the re 
port was in ignorance.

Deutschland, He divined the trend 
of events before President Wson 
called the war session of Cong aud 
through Dutch interests obtained the 
schooner Wanola, which was lying in 
Boston harbor. The ship was taken 
to South Amboy ‘for repairs.”

was received from him until yesterday 
when he managed in some way to com- 
municate with friends in Baltimore 
that he was back on German soil.

COL, THOS, STEWART 

Although the death of Col. Thomas 
Stewart of this city, which occurred 
xt an early hour on Sunday morning, 
waa by no meane unexpected, it was 
nevertheless, s shock to his many 
perarnal friends and citizens general- 
ly. By his demise Belleville has lost 
an honorable citizen, who was re*pect- 
ed and esteemed by all who knew him 
Some months azo he became afflicted 
with an incurable disease, and while 
& grest. sufferer he bore samo with 
Christian fortitude. For two or three 
days previous to dissolution, he wee 
in a semi-conscious condition. The 
end came peacefully. 

Col. Stewart waa born af Brae 
Head, Monymush, near aber, 
Scotland, 70 years azo. When a yeuns 
man he came to Canada, where he 
had since made his home. Ap early 
life he waa in the employ ¢f the Mi- 
chie Company, wholesale Rrécers of To 
ronte, and was also fér' some time 
connected with the Dominion Bank 
in Toronto. -When he first came to 
Belleville it was in connection with 
the Dominien Bank. Later he em 
barked into business for himself, con- 
ducting successfully a coal business. 
Of late yeara deceased had been con- 
ducting a Jarge insurance business. 
In hie various dealings with the pub- 
lic Col. Stewart was: most courtcous 
and upright. 

In early lify’the deceased manifest- 
ei a desire for military service, and 
for 25 years wan in the service. He 
was at one time a member of the High.

More attention has been given ’t? 
sheep raising during the past two 
years aa a result of the high price not 
cnly of wool but of mutton! and dur 
ing July and August the sales of wool 
ini Canada will be on a slightly larger 
scale than usual, states the July letter 
ot the Canadian Bank of Commerce. 

Approximately 2,000,000 fleeces will 
be available for the market, or about 
10,000,600 Ibs. ‘of wool, In 1916 th> 
average price obtained by the farmer 
in Eastern Caanta was 41.01 cents per 
lb, and in Western Canada 31.53 
cents, The great difference in price 
ia accounted for the greater shrinkage 
in Western wool and by the greater 
distaaovefrom the woollen. markets 
The average pice of Ontario washed 
wool in 1890-1899 was 18,83 cents, and 
ol unwashed wool 11.09 cents, In 1914 
the corresp.nding prices were 27.58 
cents and 18.95 cents. =, 

Today quotations are practically 
doubled, and prices are likely to re- 
main at a high’ point. At the begin- 
ning of the war Europe produced 800, 
000,000 Ibs. of wool annually, or more 
than any other continent, and it will 
take many years to replace the eheep 
which have had to be slaughtered. 


Meanwhile ‘the reserve stocks of wool f 


have been exhausted.

OTTAWA, July 27.—The military 
service bill may have a stormier pass 
age through the Senate than was ex- 
pected. 

The bill will be bombarded = with 
amendments and they will not all 
come from the Liberal side. There is 
talk of an amendment that married 
men be entirely eliminated from the 
bill as liable to be called out. 

The argument is that the bill only 
provides for calling out one bundred 
thousand men and that it is general. 
ly admitted that these can be secured 
from the first class, the unmarried 
men and widowers without children. 
It is cla‘med that under the circum- 
stances there is no necessity of in- 
cluding married men, 

A new bill would have to be intro- 
duced if more men are required and 
it is argued that the clauses calling 
out the married men could then’ be 
added. If such an amendment is 
mored it is very likely to carry ant 
the bill will then have to be reconsid- 
ered by the Commons. 

The clause to include divinity stud- 
elits is also certain to be mored, al- 
though it will likely be defeated.

With the object of challenging out 
ascendancy, !n guns tne enemy recent- 
ly brought up a battery of artillery 
attached to a Prussian Guard divi- 
sion. These additional gunners were 
given practically unlimited suapplice 
or ammunition, which they used for 
the bombardment of our heavy artil- 
lery positions. They were good men 
and a duel took place between them 
and our guns in Loos and Avion sec- 
tora, It has ceased now, The counter 
battery work of the British and Cana- 
dian gunners proved too much even 
for highly trained men of the Prus- 
eian Guards and their activity is now 
subnormal. 

Perhaps the question of shell sup- 
ply had something to do with lessen 
ing of enemy fire. It is ‘certain the 
Germans are finding increasing diffi 
culty in replacing projectiles used so 
prodigally in these bursts of activity.

fever and chills incident to ilfe in 
the. jungle. 

Writing home, young Yeates, who 
ls not- yet twenty, tells of thrilling 
experiences in and about the Lake 
Victoria-Nyanza country, 

“It. is not an uncommon thing,” 
he writes, “for us to lose a man fa 
sending him to the river for water.

We have scen many wild animals, 
from elephants and hippopotam! to 
monkeys. The zebra is especially a 
beautiful animal—even more so than

seon—except by hunters, 

“I have been amazed at the rich- 
ness of the rubber plantations here.

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Making a Victoria Crees 

Ever since the Victoria cross was 
instituted by Queen -Victoria at the 
end of the Crimean war the making of 
the medals has been In the hands of 
the same firm, The ordipary medal is 
made from a steel die, being stamped 
and completed in the same process, 
But the metal from which the Vittoria 
crosses are made is so hard that’ no 
die would stand it without breaking. 
It is wéll known that the Srst crosses 
were made from captured Russian 
guns, but now the materials come from 
Guos taken ‘from the Chinese. With 
&n order for the cross is sent a supply 
of the metal. 

First a rough cast of the cross Is 
made, and this has to be filed, drilied 
and chased, The chasing occuples the 
attention of a skilled artisan for many 
bours. The bar is a separate casting 
and ‘is aleo chased. The authorities 
are most careful to see that none of 
the metal is wasted. It is most care 
fully served out, and if any is left over 
from one lot of crosses it is used up 
before a fresh supply can be obtained.
